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SEXSMITH AND GP.SCHOOL FAIRS HIGH-QUALITY SHOWS 


Crowd That Taxed Hallto | 
Capacity Attended Sexsmith 
School Fair Tuesday Last 


In the opinion of the judges, the 
exhibits at the Sexsmith School Fair 
held at Sexsmith on Tuesday, taken 
as a whole, both in point of numbers 
and quality, surpassed any previous 
effort by the group of schools, which 
include ten district schools and the 
four-room Sexsmith school, 

The educational work carried on 
since the school fairs were first in- 
augurated, is making good headway, 
especially in the vegetable classes. 
There was a_ noticeable absence of 
roughness, which was quite notice- 
able during the first shows. In brief, 
the scholars have learned the types 
desired. 

The vegetable exhibit was simply 
excellent. In fact it would be hard 
to find a finer display of potatoes and 
cabbage anywhere. 

The school work was another out- 
standing feature of the fair. 

The paper work in the industrial 
section was commented on very fav- 
orably by the judges. 

The display of cooking, in point of 
size, far surpassed that held on any 
previous occasion. So artistically was 
everything arranged and so appetiz- 
ing did the exhibits look, that there 
were not a few, especially of the male 
persuasion, who wished that th>y could 
get permission to help themselves to 
the good things. 

No one was allowed in-the hall dur- 
ing the judging, which was over about 
3.30 p.m., when the doors were thrown 
open to a crowd recruited from all 
parts of the district, which taxed the 
capacity of the hall. 

When everyone had time to inspect 
the exhibits, Mr. Fred B. Dixon, in 
charge of school fairs, gave an inter- 
esting talk on the fair in general, and 
especially on the preparation of the 
exhibits, 

Miss Milne spoke on household eco- 
nomics and sewing. 

In the absence of 
Miss Coffin spoke on 
penmanship.

Attain Good 
Results 


J. Murdoch, live stock inspector for 
the Dominion Livestock Branch, is in 
the district inspecting bulls sent out 
by the department to the various 

Mr. Murdoch, in conversation with 
The Tribune man, explained that two 
years ago the Dominion Livestock 
branch inaugurated a policy aiming 
at a better foundation stock through- 
out the country. This plan especially 
applies to the newer districts, where 
it is impossoble for the individual 
farmer to purchase registered sires, 

Livestock improvement centres are 
formed, with three units in each, 

In the Grande Prairie district, in- 
cluding east of the Smoky, there are 
three centres, with 11 units. 

On the B, C. side there are three 
centres with nine units, 


All sires, which are registered 
animals, were purchased by the 
government and shipped in free, 


These are interchangeable every two 
years. 

The inspector informed The Tribune 
there is an indication that other units 
will be formed this fall in the Block 
and Grande Prairie district, 

Mr. Murdoch, in discussing the 
policy, stated that the plan was in 
operation all over 
ready there are signs of improvement 
in the class of stock. 

The sires shipped into this area are 
Shorthorns and Aberdeen Angus, the 
majority ebing of the former breed, A 


similar plan was in operation some 
years ago, but for some reason was 
dropped, 

Mr. Murdoch had some very fine

On Monday 


The reading of the Provincial 
Health Inspector's annual report on 
health conditions in Grande Prairie,

Constable Ross reported that the 
requirements of the act were being 
complied with, 

The approximate cost 
posed fire wall was 
Councillor Spencer on 
committee, 

Councillor L. C, Porteous said that 
he was opposed and would continue 
to be opposed to the saddling of any 
portion of the cost on the town as a 
whole. He stated that he thought the 
property owners in the block should 
assume all responsibility with regards 
to the cost. If they would do this, 
then he would vote for the construc- 
tion of the wall. 

The matter was referred back to the 
committee to work out further details, 

Councillor P,. J. Tooley, who was in 
favor of building the wall, pointed out 
that it would mean a saving in insur- 
ance and besides the building of the 
wall, would help the unemployed 
situation, 

The Mayor said that he had no ob- 
jection, although not directly interest- 
ed, to the town assuming a certain 
portion of the cost. 

Two bylaws were passed, one ex- 
empting the churches from taxation 
for this year, and another amending 
the building bylaw. 

A motion moved by Councillor Pratt 
chairman of the finance committee, 
was passed, fixing the date of the tax 
sale at October 14th. 

The monthly financial statement 
was presented. It indicated that taxes 
had come in as well as could be ex- 
pected under the conditions. 

“Bobby” Woods interviewed, the 
council regarding allowing people who 
do not pay taxes or a business tax to 
clean chimneys without a license.

In the opinion of W. T, Henry, of 
Edmonton, president of the Blowey- 
Henry Furniture Company, ex-M.L.A. 
and ex-Mayor of the city of Edmon- 
ton, who left for the north side on 
Tuesday last, after making a business 
survey of the country as far west as 
Rolla, it would be advisabie instead of | 
paying direct relief to provide work at 
a reasonable remuneration, “After we 
have paid out relief we have nothing 
to show in return", remarked Mr. 
Henry, who then had something to 
say of the cost of relief in the city of 
Edmonton, 

He pointed out that since the first 
of the year, $675,000 was paid out for 
relief and this amount was bound to 
increase before the end of the year. 
At the rate taxes are increasing, due 
largely to relief, the property owners 
of the city will in time be taxed out 
of existence, unless something con- 
structive is done, 

“The time has arrived,” said Mr, 
Henry, “when the situation must be 
taken hold of Nationally, Provincially 
and Municipally. This drifting policy 
must end.”

THIRD INSTALMENT 
(Continued from last week) 


Apart from a somewhat lukewarm 
enthusiasm, the residents of Fort 
Resolution apparently did not think 
much of Great Bear Lake mineral 
possibilties, Their interests seemed 
to be confined to the area east of 
Great Slave Lake, where a continua- 
tion of the same formation as at Great 
Bear Lake has already revealed great 
mineral showings. 

One party advised me, if I were in 
search of mineral claims, that he 
would sell me his for the cost of the 
recording fees, He had financed an 
aeroplane party into the Echo Bay 
district immediately after the  dis- 
covery and therefore was fortunate 
to secure holdings adjacent to them 
because his were located before the 
rush, Nevertheless, after costing 
him some $1,500, he was willing to 
dispose of them at a sacrifice, 

I met Bill Harris, erstwhile operator 
of the Midland & Pacific elevator at 
Dawson Creek. He was in complete 
charge of the Northern Trading Com- 
pany's post at Fort Resolution, 

At the post were employed some 
half dozen men, packing a huge pile 
of Arctic fox skins for shipment. They 
told me there were about 1,500, valued 
at $16 apiece, 


Air Mail Arrives 


Just then a roar was heard over- 
head ana Wop May swooped into the 
landing with a load of mail and 
passengers from the south. After a 
hasty lunch and radio of news 
from the North, he calmly remarked 
he was going to “hop” over to Echo 
Bay for dinner, Just think of it! 
A distance of nearly 500 miles over 
water and rocks. 

I had two courses open for me—to 
go across the lake to Rae and from 
there proceed by aeroplane or canoe 
to Great Bear Lake, or to goby boat 
across Slave Lake, down the Mac- 
kenzie River and up Bear River, then 
across Bear Lake to Echo Bay. 

The Northern Waterways tug, 
“North Star,” pushing two huge 
scows of freight, landed just then. My 
mind was made up to travel with 
them down the latter route, which 
would afford me a better idea of the 
country. 

Most of that day the lake was 
rough, but about supper time the wind 
went down and the lake calmed a bit, 
and orders were given to proceed 
across the lake during the “elm of 
the night. 

Hastily I boarded the boar and as 
we shoved off from the quay 
leisure to size up the outfit. 

The North Star is a 60-foot lake 
type of boat, equipped with a _ 65- 
horse-power Kermath, and ahead it 
pushed a large scow loaded with 35 
tons of gasoline and oil in drums. 
Lashed alongside was a large scow 
with auxiliary power, loaded with 50 
tons of freight, mostly food and sup- 
plies for distribution in the North. 

The owner was on this trip and in- 
vited me to accompany him in the 
pilot house, where he discovered I 
could take my shift at the wheel. The 
crew consisted of, a pilot, three en- 
gineers, a cook and four deckhands. 
So loaded with freight were the 
scows and tug, that there was no ac- 
commodation for either crew or pas- 
sengers and one had to make himself 
as comfortable as possible wherever 
he could find a place. 

“Familiarity breeds contempt.” It 
Was startling at first to see men rolled 
in their blankets and sleeping quite 
calmly on the tops of a row of gaso- 
line barrels, with a case of dynamite 
for a pillow, and nearby, placed at a 
precarious angle, a case of percussion 
caps. But soon this was forgotten 
and one could scratch a match on the 
gasoline barrels to light his cigarette 
just as casually as the other members 
of the crew. 

The cook was the same one I met 
at the Buffalo camp and he and his 
partner were working their way and 
their freight to Echo Bay with the 
company, He was no exception as to 
cooks—having been an old mariner 
and sailed into every important har- 
bor in the world—irritable, but good- 
natured at times, It was he that 
nicknamed all of us, and I was called 
“Tourist.” 

Also in the crew was Harry Jebb of 
Wembley. He had the misfortune to 
lose most of his belongings in the 
Smoky River as he was progressing 
on his way from Wembley to Great 
Bear Lake, but was now also working 
his way with the company, 

We were well out on our way across 
the lake, by the islands, and heading 
for Hay River post, a distance of 75 
miles, when we noticed over the stern 
to port two small boats following us. 
We were making only about six miles 
an hour and they soon overtook 118, 
To my surprise, they turned out to be 
those of the party I had been travel- 


ing with. They were taking advan- 
tage of the larger boats as an aid to 
cross the lake, The slight swell, 

much for the 


however proved too 
smaller boats and they were obliged 
to fall back to the lee of a big island 
and there “lay to” for better ‘weather. 
We lost sight of them, but learned 
afterwards that they were obliged to 
camp on the island for nearly a week 
before they could resume their cross- 
ing of the lake, 

We travelled all night long and 
were out of sight of land, but it was 
light enough for me to see my course 
from my position in the pilot house,

About 10 a.m, the next day.we tied 
up in the harbor at Hay’ River post. 
While the crew were discharging the 
cargo, we had an opportwatty of 
looking the town over, 
post is situated at the mouth of Hay 
River and has a Catholic and 4%

posts, a police barracks, and many 
people engaged in the fishing and 
trapping business. It is here that 
supplies of fish are caught, prepared 
and dried for the dog teams in the

A Strong Man of the North 

Three of the crew were wrestling 
with a 425-pound barrel of gasoline 
on the bank and endeavoring to put 
it into a canoe, One of the fishermen, 
apparently disgusted with their 
efforts, pushed the three aside, grab- 
bed the load by himself and deftly 
placed it in the canoe, calmly climbed 
in himself and paddled upstream, If 
you think this trick is easy, just try 
it once, 

Finally we were ready to “shove 
off,” and down the river and out of 
the harbor we sailed far out into the 
lake between the buoys—the next 
stop to be Fort Providence, another 
75 miles, This was a slow and tire- 
some trip and very uneventful, T was 
able to catch a little sleep upon the

Lake, Here is where the Mackenzie 
River commences—better known as 
Wrigley Harbor, There are many 


rocky islands and reefs and the navi- 
gator, by the help of his instruments 
and maps, must get into the right 
channel or be prepared for difficulties. 

Slave Lake seems to 
into a great deep bay and right in 
the beginning of the river is Big 
Island, forming a north channel and a 
south channel, The latter is the 
course to take and we negotiated our 
way among many channels and islands 
for many miles and passed the mouth 
of the Makisa River, The Mackenzie 
is about 15 miles wide at this point. 


Early the next morning we arrived 
at Fort Providence, the first stop on 
our course down the Mackenzie, about 
40 miles west of Big Island. There is 
a trading post, a police barracks and 
Catholic Mission and many trappers 
and fishermen, the latter finding 
employment in the summer supplying 
the river traffic with fish from Great 
Slave Lake. The banks of the river 
are very low and level to Providence 
and reach back for many miles to the 
Horn Mountains to the north and the 
Cameron Hills to the south, 

Our freight unloaded at Providence, 
we picked up a cargo of gas from a 
cache on the bank and proceeded to 


narrow here 


Fort Simpson, a distance down the 
Mackenzie of 150 miles. There are 
many islands just past Providence. 


The biggest is Meridian Island, about 
10 or 15 miles square. We passed 
this on the north and passed the low, 
marshy mouth of the Horn River just 
before we reached Mills Lake, This 
is an enlargement of the Mackenzie 
River, which redches the proportions 
of a lake about 15 miles wide, with 
low swampy banks, 


“Head of the Line” 
Frem Mills Lake to the Head of the 
Line, a distance of some 60 miles, 
the current in the river is only about 


two miles an hour and very slow 
progress is made, But about ten 
miles below the mouth of Trout 
River the speed of the current in- 


creases, At this point it is called the 
“Head of the Line.” That is the end 
of the fast water for the boats coming 
upstream, where sometimes it was 
necessary to trek the boats by tump 
line from the banks, 

From the “Head of the Line” to 
Simpson the water flows from six to 
eight miles an hour for about 8O 
miles, through a wide valley, with 
low marshy banks, Just past the 
mouth of Jean Mairie River is a great 
hay meadow, where the mission at 
Simpson puts up much hay and runs 
quite a bunch of cattle for their own 
use, This is about 30 miles from the 
Mission and is the last bit of farming 
we saw on the river, 

At the mouth of the Liard River, 
situated on a high bank on the south 
side, stands Fort Simpson, It has not 
a very good landing place, but is an 
important trading post and distribut- 
ing centre for the Liard River district. 

Two trading posts, a mission, a 
radio station and police barracks are 
located there, I met Miss Swinson, 
traveler and journalist from Grande 
Prairie, here, She had just come by} 
water from Fort St, John, down the 
Liard River, and was planning to re- 
turn to Grande Prairie by the same 
route, 


Trappers Having Hard Times, Too 

Some idea of the trapping prospects 
there are in this district can be gained 
from the following information: One 
trapper whom I have known in the 
past to make catches worth several 
thousand dollars in a year, received 
this year only $235 for his entire 
catch, ‘Times, apparently, were very 
hard for the trappers in this district, 
At Fort Simpson we discharged part 

our freight and decided to load 
everything onto the one big scow and 
push it down to Fort Norman, We 
left the empty scow up a little creek 
across from Simpson, 

The tug, with part of the crew, 
took the empty scow over and tled it 
up, and some of the crew and myself 
took the other big seow with its 60 


quite a trading post. But because the 


native trappers had been decreasing 
rapidly, the post was reduced to only 
a police barracks. The last trader 


pulled out with us, as we were leaving, 
for more productive fields, Consider- 
able tonnage was thereby added to an 
already overloaded scow and as we 
“shoved off" the unbalanced weight, 
together with the current of the river, 
almost capsized the big scow. Only 
the fact the power tug was lashed to 
starboard prevented us going over, 
entailing the loss of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of freight, As it was, 
a heavy list to port caused a speedy 
shifting of cargo and soon we were 
on an even keel again, but miles down 
the river, 

From Wrigley to Fort Norman the 
Mackenzie flows in a north north- 
westerly direction a distance of about 
150 miles, through a broad, low, level 
valley, only broken by a spur cof the 
Franklin Mountains at Cameron Peak, 
some 60 miles south of Norman, The 
river is very wide in places and the 
current only about four miles an hour. 

At the mouth of the Bear River, a 
great mountain, about 1500 feet high, 
looms upon the east bank of the Mac- 
kenzie and the north bank of the Bear 
River, This promontory is known as 
Bear Rock and serves as a landmark 
for many miles around, 


Arrive at Fort Norman 


Apart from two trading posts, a 
police barracks, a radio station and 
Catholic mission, Fort Norman had 


little prominence except as a trading 


centre, until shortly after the war, 
when oil was discovered, A_ great 
rush was made then and today all 


that remains is an oil well and small 
refining plant, owned by the Imperial 
Oil Company, but located about 60 
miles down the Mackenzie from the 
Fort, 

Today, with the 
the mineral flelds of Great Bear Lake, 
Fort Norman is again coming into 
prominence as a distributing centre. 
Also considerable fuel oil and gaso- 
line have been manufactured here and 
shipped to the mineral fields, 

At this point the Northern Water- 
ways Company had a large two-masted 
schooner which they were going to 
put on Great Bear Lake to augment 
their transportation system, 

The cargo we had brought with us 
was unloaded on the bank of the river 


and our boats made ready to return 
upstream to Fort Smith for another 
load, 


Many people were camped at Fort 
Norman, Treaty was just being paid, 
which accounted for many Indians 
and their families, Numerous pros- 
pectors, bound for Echo Bay, had con- 
verged there, preparatory for the 
ascent of the Bear River, All manner 
and sorts of boats were on the banks, 
There were two 40-foot boats, made 
from green willows, for ribs and keels, 
stretched over with many green moose 


hides, These had come down the 
Gravel River from the Yukon, after 
the Beaver season, for treaty, The 


predominant type of boat seen in the 
North is the little home-made 8-foot 
canvas canoe, used by the natives, 
They only weigh about 20 pounds and 


sit right on top of the water, thus 
being very “cranky” and light to 
handle, 


Two Dollars a Gallon for Gas 

In spite of a retail cost of $2 per 
gallon for gasoline, many “kickers” 
and power boats were seen, 

There are no horses nor oxen in this 
part of the north country because 
there is no feed for them to live on, 
and all the transportation is done by 
water route in summer and dog team 
in winter, Hence the natives become 
verp adept at handling a beat and 
seem to make excellent mechanics 
when experienced, 

On account of the swift water and 
the rapids on the Bear River, freight 
charges are very high from Fort Nor- 
man to Fort Franklin on the western 
arm of Great Bear Lake; therefore, 
the Northern Waterways did not at- 
tempt to transport any quantity of 
freight by this route, but preferred to 
contract everything with the Canadian 
Airways, by aeroplane, Pilot Calder
